‘MEYRICK’S MEMOIRS OF OXFORD. | 
bration.

HAVE been much. interested in a volume 
of “*‘ MEMOIRS OF LIFE AT OXFORD 
AND ELSEWHERE"’—experiences in 
Italy, Greece, Turkey, Germany, Spain— 
by Frederick Meyrick (E. P. Dutton & 
Co.), which deals more intimately with Ox- 
ford than with the other places mentioned 
in the title. Mr. Meyrick is the prebendary 
of LAncoln and rector of Blickling, and, be- 
ing a man of ripe years, he has known a 
great Hany of the notable men and. women 
of his time, Even Amerieans come in for 
mention by Mr. Meyrick, among them Bishop 
Potter (then Dr. Potter), who in 1875 gave 
the impression of being strong man, and 
his after life has proved t this impression 
was right.“ 
Mr. Meyrick knew Cardinal Newman dur- 
ing the Oxford upheaval, but does not seem 
to have been much ih sympathy with him. 
He organized the forces of belief against 
unbelief, and then, deserting his soldiers in 
the conflict, he fell back and hurled weapons 
on them from behind till they lost half their 
confidence. He was a dogmatist to his mar- 
row, and yet his teacuing and example drove 
man after man of his followers (to whom he 
gave only the choice of all or nothing) into 
skepticism, This record of Newman's Ife,” 
he continues, is a sad one. It is the record 
of one who, endowed with great powers, 
warm affections, strong will, high purpose, 
and a desire to do right, damaged profoundly 
the ‘cause which he had most at heart and 
promoted that which he most abhorred.” 
He had greater admiration for John Keble 


| than for Newman. Of the former he says: 


“ & wise, learned, and able man, perfectly 
content te do the work which God had given 
him to do, however simple and obscure.”

Mr. Mey- 
rick had been introduced to him as a member 
ef the University of Oxford, and the pope 
almost at once began to talk about it. Pres- 
ently he said; “Dr. Pusey is at Oxford.” 
Mr. Meyrick intimated that he was acquaint- 
ed with him. He has done us a great deal 
of good,” continued the pope. “The good 
that he has done is that he has taught people

His mother, however, 
was not the only woman who influenced Na- 
poleon’s life. The wet nurse, Camilla lari, 
wife of a sailor of Ajaccio, worshiped her 


foster child: 


When Napoleon anchored in 
Ajaccio on his return from Egypt he per- 
ceived in the crowd a woman clothed in 
black, who cried out, Caro figlio!’ 
plied, Madre.“ When he disembarked she 
said to him: ‘My son, I gave you the milk 
of my heart; I can now only offer you the 
milk of my goat.’ And she held out a bottle 
to him. He never forgot her. She was pres- 
ent at his coronation, and was presented to 
the pope, who gave her his blessing, and to 
Josephine, who gave her diamonds. She 
talked with the pope for an hour and a half 
in the Corsicah dialect. Napoleon said, 
‘Poor pope! He must have plenty of time 
on his hands.’ He conferred benefits on her 


and her family, and once presented her 
granddaughter to the ladies of the court at 


the Tuileries, saying: This is my foster 
niece, ladies. Never again that there are 
not pretty women in Corsica.’ | 
“In these first twenty-three years of his 
life there is not a single examp’e af mcan- 
ness, or of dishonesty, or of any d+ rogation 
from the high standard of conduct wk ch he 
had set before himself. At Briense, dis- 
gusted with the abandoned morals of these 
surrounding him, he was fo. ced to hold him- 
self aloof; but he made many friends and 
was far from being the sloomy misai.thrope 
which some biographers have declared him 
to have been. At Paris he was the life ef a 
chosen circle, and he showed the same firm- 
ness in the selection of his friends, and the 
same courage in asserting hie principics, 
which distinguished the whole of his youih.
